After  squandering  opportunities  to 
win  the  game  in  the  final  seconds 
of  regulation  and  overtime,  the 
third  time  proved  to  be  a  charm  for  Gardner 
-  and  a  nightmare  for  Drury. 

Gardner's  Greg  Williams  buried  a  3- 
pointer  with  three  seconds  remaining  in 
double  overtime  last  night  to  deal  Drury  a 
heartbreaking  72-69  loss  in  a  state  division  2 
boys'  basketball  semifinal  game  at  the 
Springfield  Civic  Center.  The  win  sends 
Gardner  into  the  state  championship  game 
against  Salem  Saturday  at  4  at  the  Worcester 
Centrum. 

The  rugged  loss  overshadowed  a  heroic, 
career  best  38 -point  performance  by  Drury 
guard  Glenn  Tatro,  playing  his  final  game  at 
Drury.

The  year  1990  started  out  on  a  very  upbeat, 
emotional  level.  After  being  denied  a  state 
championship  in  1989  by  virtue  of  a  4-1 
defeat  in  the  finals  to  Salem  High  School 
and  the  Houston  Astro's  #1  draft  pick,  Jeff  Juden,  the 
team  was  determined  to  take  the  next  step. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  set  out  to  achieve 
five  goals.  Number  one  was  to  win  our  Spring  Base- 
ball Tournament.  This  was  accomplished  by  defeating 
Mt.  Anthony  2-0,  lead  by  tourney  MVP  Glenn  Tatro, 
who  not  only  pitched  the  entire  game,  but  also  hit  a 
two-run  homerun.  Goal  #2  was  to  win  the  league 
championship,  which  we  did  by  winning  five  games  in 
five  days  to  close  out  our  regular  season.  Next  was  the 
Berkshire  County  Championship,  which  we  won  by 


defeating  Monument  Mountain  9-3  under  the  lights 
at  Joe  Wolfe  Field.  Goal  #4  was  our  quest  for  the 
Western  Mass.  Championship.  We  would  have  to  face 
Greenfield,  which  had  a  record  of  21-0.  We  rose  to 
the  occasion  and  scored  8  runs  in  the  second  inning 
on  our  way  to  a  12-6  win.  The  next  step  was  to  play 
the  Central  Mass.  Champion  to  earn  our  trip  to  the 
State  Championship  again.  We  played  Auburn  High 
School  and  defeated  them  11-6.  Goal  #5  was  now 
within  reach!  We  faced  Holliston  High  School  at 
11:30  am,  Saturday,  June  16,  on  Fitton  Field  at  Holy 
Cross  College.  We  fell  behind  3-0  after  one  inning, 
but  that  was  only  the  beginning.  We  went  on  to  score 
18  runs  in  defeating  Holliston  18-8  and  winning  the 
State  Championship. 


Leading  the  way  was  the  most  impressive  group  o 
seniors  in  the  history  of  Drury  High  School.  Thi 
captains  were:  Kevin  Aubin  (.451  avg.  and  .571  ii 
tourney),  who  was  drafted  by  the  Cincinnati  Reds  u 
the  5th  round  and  left  North  Adams  on  June  20  t< 
report  to  Billings,  Montana  to  begin  his  professions 
career.  Next  was  Glenn  Tatro  (.432  avg.  and  .400  ii 
tourney,  with  2  pitching  wins),  who  broke  numerou 
school  and  career  records  during  his  baseball  careei 
including  most  homeruns  in  a  season  (9)  and  caree 
(16)  and  best  ERA  in  career.  Our  next  captain  wa 
Oberdan  Congello  (.288  avg.  and  .346  in  tourney) 
who  held  our  infield  together  and  had  an  amazing  .91 
fielding  average.  Our  fourth  captain  was  Al  Marceai 
(.412  avg.  during  regular  season),  who  set  a  nev

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HAITIAN  PROJECT  —  REWARDING! 


Mark  Brazeau 

\i  M~  ark  Brazeau,  16,  didn't  spend  a  relax - 
L\/l  ing  summer  in  the  Berkshires  as  most 
p.  T  -K-  of  us  did  this  past  year.  Rather,  he 
iled  a  grueling  three  weeks  in  Haiti,  one  of  the 
iorest  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 
The  Haitian  Project,  headed  by  St.  Francis  of 
isisi's  Sister  Eunice  Tassone,  set  precedence  in 
85.  According  to  Brazeau,  the  project  was  ori- 
lally  planned  to  run  five  years.  However,  the 
thusiasm  of  local  youths  and  their  sponsors  has 
ide  it  possible  to  extend  the  project  beyond 
90. 

In  the  past,  the  Haitian  Relief  teams  haverbiiilt 
school  and  bakery  for  the  natives.  This  year, 
azeau,  along  with  thirteen  other  members  of 
e  team,  helped  dig  holes  for  a  fence  that  will 
rround  the  village  of  Desabre. 
The  team  also  placed  large  rocks  around  the 
lage  for  protection  against  spring  mudslides, 
ley  helped  improve  and  upgrade  the  long  road 
to  the  village,  which  included  the  construction 
a  bridge. 

Brazeau  completed  an  extensive  application 
fore  he  was  allowed  on  this  heroic  quest.  Sister 
mice  also  interviewed  him  along  with  all  of  the 
her  applicants  to  try  to  determine  their  maturity 

Id  adaptability.  All  were  asked  why  they  wished 
i  participate  in  the  program, 
t  Brazeau  says  he  went  to  Haiti  to  become  edu  - 
fced  on  the  real  meaning  of  poverty.  "People 
ere  (in  Haiti)  think  they're  rich  because  they 

ve  their  family.  Here  (in  America)  people  sel- 
>m  appreciate  that. 

Brazeau  admits  that  "the  home  for  the  dying" 
uched  his  heart  the  most.  For  what  should  be  a 
ry  depressing  time,  "the  joy  and  hope  they  hold 
i  their  eyes  makes  you  grateful  for  every  day  of 
iur  life." 

"The  people  of  Haiti  really  appreciate  the 
mericans  helping  them  out,"  stated  Brazeau, 
le  people  of  Desabre  built  the  Americans  an 
ithouse  as  a  pleasant  surprise  for  when  they 
irived. 

All  in  all,  Brazeau  believes  the  lifestyles  and 
'ing  conditions  of  the  Haitians  really  made  him 
^predate  and  respect  what  he  has  here.  He  also 
Jmits  that  the  Alpha  weekends  sponsored  by  the 
1.  Francis  CYO  center  helped  him  prepare  men- 
lly  for  the  trip. 

r  Brazeau  says  he  feels  great  about  the  job  he 
dd  his  team  accomplished  and  he  plans  to  par- 
dpate  again  in  next  summer's  project.

And  thanks  to  that  hard  work  and 
skill,  all  the  college  expenses  the 
5 '8"  senior  has  to  worry  about  are 
books  and  some  fees.  "No,  I  never 
really  expected  this  to  happen  at  all," 
she  admits.  "I'm  really  excited  about 
it." 

Whitney  will  join  a  rebuilding 
program.  AIC  finished  eighth  in  the 
Northeast  10  conference,  made  up 
of  10  Division  II  schools.  The  con- 
ference is  not  without  it's  top  caliber 
competition,  as  this  year's  champ- 
ion Bendy  is  in  the  NCAA  Division 
II  women's  Final  Tour  champion- 
ship. 

For  now,  Whitney  will  be  concen- 
trating on  recovering  from  foot  sur- 
gery. There  were  four  games  left  in 
the  season,  and  Drury  was  in  the 
playoff  hunt  when  Whitney  helped 
the  Blue  Devils  to  a  dramatic  46-45 
victory  against  Wahconah. 

In  the  post-game  celebration,  she 
ripped  her  achilles  tendon  and 
needed  surgery. 

So  her  high  school  season  ended 
there,  but  with  rehabilitation  coming 
along  ahead  of  schedule,  Whitney 
expects  to  be  at  100  percent  by 
mid-summer.  She  will  be  preparing 
for  a  second  career,  while  pur- 
suing a  business  degree,  courtesy  of 
some  long  hours  of  practice  on  the 
hardwood.
